The gas ban and other travel 
resrtictions hampered the atten- 
dance of the usual throng of 
casual visitors to the Beach over 
Memorial Day weekend, but ho- 
tel operators and merchants were 
almost unanimous in their belief 
that their business was as sub- 
stantial as at any time in past 
years. Service men and their 
families, added to a sizeable 
crowd of civilian vacationists, fill- 
ed most of the accommodations 
that were available. , 

A hurried check of local hotels 
and cotages on Monday revealed 
a number of rooms unfilled — 
largely because of a last-minute 
rush of cancellations — but most 
operators expressed thems2lves 
as more than satisfied with this 
first indication of the trend of 
business during the summer of 
1943. Servant worries and a 
scarcity of ration points added to 
the confusion of late registra- 
tions, with many of the hotel 
personnel reporting almost con- 
tinuous 24-hour duty for the 
three-day holiday period. 

Little Increase In Activity 

Because of wartime restrictions 
and a steady upsurge of business 
since the early spring, there were 
few signs to indicate the pateaf?e 
from the spring to the official 
summer season. The fireworks 
of earlier and happier years were 
missing, as were the multicolor- 
ed lights on Atlantic Avenue and 
the bonfires on the beach, around 
which picnicing parties used to 
congregate, and, while the gaiety 
may have been a bit subdued, it 
Btill was a gay crowd that wan- 
dered through the dim-out. Po- 
lice reported little trouble and 
no serious accidents. 

Seaside Park openfeld its con- 
cession facilities on Saturday and 
the Dunes Club catered to capac- 
ity crowds.

WE ARE INDIVIDUALSTS! 



We are a nation of individual! 
Ms. Those who would isolate us 
from the world urge us to stand 
upon that individualism, hoping 
thus to keep us from concerted 
action. Those on the other hand 
who believe in a collective socie- 
ty, whether it be under the rule 
of the State or of a Dictator 
not that we have ever been able 
to see any distinction— condemn 
our individualism as archaic. 

We as individualists will listen 
to neither critic. We have regard 
for the person and belief in the 
sancity of the individual. We 
respect and defend the State be- 
cause it represents the compos- 
ite convictions of its individual 
citizens. We believe in the re- 
sponsibilities as well as the rights 
of the individual. We also be- 
lieve in the responsibility of the 
State both toward its citizens 
and toward those States who 
likewise join in the fellowship 
of nations. 

It isn't always easy to be an 
individualist. There are many 
times when it would be much 
simpler to accept the mental 
rules of State or Dictator, to be 
told what to think, to have our 
minds ruled for us. We who 
have the heritage of free men 
must, however, do our own think- 
ing day in and day out, in war 
Is well as in peace. 

Just when attempts are being 
made from every side to push us 
this way and that, when the full 
forces of clever propaganda are 
unleased upon us, we must be 
clear and individual thinkers. 
The enemy propoganda has one 
aim in view, to divide and dis- 
rupt us — to turn us, from a na- 
tion of strong individuals work- 
ing side by side without regard 
for birthplace, work or religious 
faith, to a collection of small im- 
potent groups, bickering and 
warring among ourselves, push- 
ing for personal advantages, and 
allowing predjudice and bias to 
make us oblivious to the enemy 
• whose aggressive tactics are al- 
ways aimed first, at the minds of 
those whom it wishes to conquer. 
Let us therefore, in this hour 
of world travail, stand firm in 
our individual liberties, fighting 
and working together as one for 
the good of all. We know^that 
if the rights of one are threaten- 
ed, the rights of all are in dan- 
ger, for no great country has ev- 
er been defeated from without 
that was not first defeated from 
within. Let us who wish to be 
free men, to maintain our indil- 
vidualism, stand firm on what 
we believe holding only that all 
men are created equal and avoid- 
ing all generalizations of our 
neighbor by his class, his creed 
or his color. Let us at all times 
preserve that unity of purpose 
which has made us a nation of 
individuals and which has giv- 
en freedom to live and to pass 
on a greater measure of freedom 
to each succeeding generation.

To- 
day he is serving in double capac- 
ity. ^ Not only must he feed and 
clothe civilians, he must also 
make price and rationing meas- 
ures working realities. The spec- 
tre of uncontrolled inflation 
would be revealed with stark 
clarity, but for the effenciency 
of retail distributors* 

In spite of the vital character 
of retail merchandising, its prob- 
lems have been treated indiffer- 
ently. "Freezes" and directives 
from Washington fall like hail- 
stones, any one of which can 
spell death to enterprise that 
took a lifetime to create. Some 
people even think it funny when 
smart lawyers in Washington fig- 
ure out 164 questions for the 
hapless merchant, with heavy 
fines and imprisonment the pen- 
alty for a wrong answer. 

Retailers are doing their ut- 
most to serve consumers effi- 
ciently. In return, they ask com- 
mon-sense regulations and a 
minimum of skilled manpower. 
The country will suffer in direct 
proportion to the lack of these 
merchandising requirements.

Human nature makes people 
do strange things. 

Take for instance the lady who 
erected two 50-foot poles on top 
of her house because she lived 
next to an airport and didn't like 
to have planes come near her 
house. She even left the poles 
unlighted 15 feet above the ob- 
struction lights at the boundary 
of the airport. An airline was 
required, in the interest of safe- 
ty, to pass up the city with air 
mail, passengers and cargo, until 
the situation was cured. 

In one fit our leading cities, a 
man built a 348-foot stack one 
mile from the airport. The city 
has -tried for several years to 
have the stack lowered or, at 
least, marked with a red fight, 
but so far without success. 

With such examples to draw 
from, it is no wonder the Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce 
Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives favorably reported 
the Lea -Bailey Bill to amend the 
Civil Aeronautics Act and estab- 
lish some additional common- 
sense Federal controls to aid civ- 
ilian airlines. Among other 
things, the Bill would give the 
Federal Administrator of Civil 
Aviation the power to formulate 
a nationwide rogram of airport 
zoning to assure protection of 
the approaches to airports from 
unreasonable obstructions. The 
Administrator would be required 
to cooperate with states and mu- 
nicipalities. 

The greatest hazards to air- 
travel are lagely due to lac* of 
uniform regulations, and to con- 
flicting laws throughout the 
country. With civilian aviation 
destined to expand rapidly, pres- 
ent conditions must be improved 
at the earliest possible moment.

TIME TO QUIA KIDDING 

In spite of the apparent suc- 
cess of the last war bond drive, 
the ominous fact remains that of 
the billions of dollars worth of 
bonds sold only a small propor- 
tion went to individuals. As us- 
ual banks, corporations and other 
institutional investors with accu- 
mulated reserves absorbed most 
of the obligation. 

This means that the prosperous 
masses are still riding the crest 
of a luxurant war-boom, with in- 
come expanded in March, 1943, 
28 per cent over March, 1942. 
Taxes and bond buying will bare- 
ly scratch the surface of the bil- 
lions of the "new rich." 

This all adds up to one thing: 
The people at home are still try- 
ing to fight the war the easy way. 
Instead of sacrificing comfort 
for the sake of victory as our 
men are sacrificing their lives, 
they are, so far, using the war 
as a divice to wallow in more 
comfort. 

Will our soldiers return to a 
luxury-satiated bankrupt home- 
land with a Congress still argu- 
ing over picayune tax details, or 
a land where the integrity and 
solvency of their government has 
been preserved? The answer is 
with us. 



The Ruml tax plan appealed to the new Congress when it first 
convened in January.

This is the first major victory of public opinion since Presdenf 
Roosevelt's "purge" of the Supreme Court was plowed under 
ON THE BRIGHTER SIDE 
With all the unhappy news that has appeared in the papers in 
recent weeks regarding the domestic scene, such as that by wildcat 
strikes, it is good to see some occasional notes of cheer to counter- 
balance it. One of the more cheerful items to appear recently 
was the quarterly report of General Motors. 

The fact that this company is the world's largese producer of 
war materials is enough to make one of its reports very pleasant read- 
ing for people of the United Nations and very bad news for the 
Axis. However, the specific details of the recent quarterly report 
themselves call for attention. Por example, war materials deliver- 
ed by the company in the first three months of 1943 established a 
new all-time production record, while the corporation also attained 
new peaks for employment and payrolls . 

The war deliveries had a dollar vaUue of $765,525,835, which 
means an annual production rate in excess of three billion dollars. 
That Is good news for all Americans. Beyond this, total deliveries 
by the company for the first quarter, including other authorized 
products either directly or indirectly essential to the war program, 
amounted to $813,529,947. We are told by Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., 
chairman of the corporation, furthermore, that the physical volume 
of production increased more rapidly than its dollar value indicates, 
because of the fact that the company made substantial reductions 
in prices as cost savings were realized through development of new 
methods, simplification of design and expanding volume of produc- 
tion. This led to voluntary price reductions of approximately $59,- 
000,000 during the three months in line with the company's policy, 
bringing its total voluntary price reductions on war materials to 
$302 millions. 

The employment statistics to the report are good news too. es- 
pecially in view of the manner In which various labor leaders have 
inveighed against President Roosevelt's wage freeze order. During 
the quarter the company had an average of 405,894 employes on the 
pay roll, higher than for any previous quarter in the company's his- 
tory. Salaries and wages totaled $285308,239 for the three-month 
period, against $158,756,859 for the first quarter of 1942, an increase 
of $126,551,380. Working hours averaged 45.7 hours per week, com- 
pared with an average of 42.9 for the first quarter a year ago, in in- 
crease of 6.5 pef cent. 

These facts may tend to take the wind out of some labor leaders' 
sails, but they are good news to most of us, 
STILL JOCKEYING 
After all these yearsiand with a war a year and a half old, the 
three big labor union leaders in Washington are agreed— no matter 
how much they quarrrel among themselves— the War Labor Board 
is not a proper set-up to "Hold-the-Line" order. Lewis is leading the 
opposition but Green and Murray entertain the same theories as 
Lewis, and that big 3 continue to jockey for advantages for then- 
own future frays and fracases. The Board has appealed to Stabiliser 
Byrnes to liberalize their authority. Congress jockeys, too, with 
temporary stop-gap legislation.

AFTER THE WAR IS OVER: 
It Is a part part of wishful thinking to look ahead to the end of 
this global war, and plan for "reconversion" of our finan ci a l, eco- 
nomic, manufacturing, chemical, social and peacetime activiti es. In 
a general sort of way most of us know that scientists,, inventors, in- 
dustrial leaders and chemists are prepared to fiirnisn us with at 
least seven new wonders for our own U. S. A. The production of 
passenger automobiles and trucks will pass through the reconstruc- 
tion period within 4 to 5 months when peace is declared and the 
probabilities are that there win be full production of antomobues 
three months later. There will be millions of new Jobs that do not 
exist now. New materials will be used to build bosses, and the sky 
will be full of privately owned airplanes. Recently we have been 
toW that the heteopter type of plane win make? it practical for a 
business man to five 50 or LOR miles away from his office and use the 
roofs of buildings for landing and take off. 

It would be impossible to overlook the fact that wars and post 
wars are breeders for booms, arid depressions. We had both kinds 
after World War L Rut the Captains of American: industry are 
right in warning the public that we may expect that men who are 
now wearing their country's uniform will ecme back home and face 
revolutionary changes. They may find television replaeiD* radio, 
fabricated materials used In place of steel and Iron. Some people 
view these changes as fallowing closely upon the cessation of hos- 
tilities. Others reason that more time will pass before we see the 
effects of the changes going on in laboratories and in men's minds. 
But of one thing we can he sure: the changes wflL come. 
MILITARY VERSUS CIVILIAN NEEDS 
The primary objective today is to win the war. War production 
must come first where it conflicts with civilian needs in the face of 
equipment, materials or manpower shortages. However, the war can 
only be won If a sound home-front is maintained at the same tunff 

That means production for essential civilian needs must be main- 
tained at such a level as to safeguard morale and health of those 
doing their bit for the war effort on the home front. In the strictest 
sense, therefore, military and essential civilian needs must be re- 
garded on a par. The dividing line is not between them but rather 
between essential and unessential civilian needs. 

The Office of Price Administration haS repeatedly granted price 
increases because, in its opinion, these were necessary to maintain 
war production at maximum level. Thus far it has refused to ac- 
cept the same principle for the maintenance of essential civilian 
production of production of such items, as, say. canned goods or 
underwear, however. 

Evidently processed foods and textiles, such as heavy fall and 
winter underwear, fall into the category of essential civilian goods. 
Yet under a mistaken interpretation of the President's recent "Hold- 
the-Llne" order, OPA is refusing to grant price adjustments for these 
groups of commodities despite the fact that it has been clearly 
demonstrated that many manufacturers cannot continue to operate 
at present ceiling prices. 

OPA has been warned time and again that there will bea serious 
shorage of underwear next full and winter unless marAfacturers 
are given price ceilings which will enable them to continue operation 
and avoid bankruptcy. The health of the nation would he seriously 
handicapped if this were allowed to happen. Such an outcome 
would constitute a threat to the war effort since it would directly 
affect the protection of war workers. 

Maintenance of underwear production sufficiently larse to cover 
essential civilian needs/ next fall and winter is now one of the res- 
ponsibilities of the newly created Office of CivllUan Requirements 
under the direction of Arthur D. Whiteside. It is to this agency that 
manufacturers are looking for help in workink with the Office of 
Price Administration where current price ceilings threaten to cur- 
tail production of essential civilian goods, such as in the case of 
heavy fall and winter underwear.

One well-qualified critic in 
the medical profession says, "Sil- 
verman is unusally accurate and 
as scientific as it is possible to 
be in a work intended for the 
layman." 

The author tells of the devel- 
opment of ten classes of drugs 
which have played a vital part 
in alleviating pain and saving 
life. In chapters on The Con- 
quest of Pain, The Amazing Alka- 
loids, Housewife's Recipe, Bless- 
ing from Hell, Kill the Germs! 
The Fever - Fighters, Syuthetic 
Lullaby, Food Against Death,, 
Magnif icnt Trifles, and The Red 
Assassin, hs dramatizes the stor- 
ries of such chemicals as mor- 
phine, quinine, digitalis, cocaine, 
safe anesthetic.

THE SUNBURN HAZARD 

Sometime ago a man whose 
intelligence seemed to be average 
had a severe headache. Argu- 
ing that if one doee of an anti- 
headache medicine was supposed 
to do good, three or four doses 
of the same medicince would be 
just that much more effective, he 
swallowed several pills. His faul- 
ty reasoning: caused him an upset 
requiring a physician's atten- 
dance, not to mention two days' 
loss of time from- work- How- 
ever, the rest point ot *his inci- 
dent lies In the fact that one of 
his friends who condemned him 
for his folly, was just recovering, 
from a severe case of sunburn, 
due exactly to the same attftude," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggln, State 
Health Commissioner. 

"Much has beem printed, and 
properly, about the value of the 
sun's rays as a healing agent and 
health-builder. In certain forms 
of tuberculosis*, notably hone, 
skin, and certain gawtro-intesam- 
al types of the disease, as well as 
for rickets and other Vltimin D. 
deficiency conditions, spervised 
sun-treatment is of real value. 
However, it is one thing to have 
graduated applications, of Use 
suns rays under professional su- 
pervision, and quite another for 
well persons to over' expose win- 
ter-protected skin to the sun. 
Yet this is exactly what hap- 
pens, in varying degrees, every 
summer on the part of thousands 
who go to beaches and other re- 
sorts and futilely and painfulUy 
attempt to acquire a tan mo 
rapidly than nature allows. 

'It is indeed difficult to under- 
stand why so many otherwise in- 
telligent persons, many of whom 
have had previous experience 



with this type of foolharo'iness, 
will be so thoughtless or unreas- 
oning as to permit the sun to 
burn bllsers on them with all the 
discomfort and cfton the down- 
right illness that rjsults. 

"Acute sunburn, besides being 
painful, can make people ex- 
tremely ill. Many an anticipated 
two weeks' holiday from this 
cause has been brought to an 
abrupt end. Lesser forms have, 
in proportion to tha degree of 
the burn, ruined or reduced the 
expected fun which otherwise 
could have been realized. Even 
mild sunburn is uncomfortable. 

"Thus it would appear that 
ammon sense should be applied 
where exposure to the sun V, con- 
cerned. Were this done, no one 
would subject his cody to tosdi- 
reet rays of the sun for more 
than ten or fifteen minutes the 
fiist day. gradually increasing 
the exposure on the following 
days so that pigmentation or 
tamting can take place, instead 
of burning. Even so. there are 
certain types of skin that will 
not tan, no matter how gradual 
the exposure. For such persons 
discretion, even at the sacrifice 
of seme fan,, is the better part of 
valor. 

"In short, the sun wfO do a 
good health-conditioning Job for 
the already healthy, provided it 
is, kept within bounds. Those who 
guard against sunburn by 
watching the clock, will to the 
course of a number of days, usu- 
ally acquire a good tan and ' an 
added sense of well-being, while 
the careless get burned. There- 
fore, the choice really should not 
be difficult to make."

YOUR MEDICINE CABINET 

Editor's Note: This is the sec- 
ond in a series of ten articles on 
Home nursing prepared by the 
Public Information Service of 
the American Red Cross. For 
complete details about the stan- 
dard course, inquire of your local 
Red Cross chapter. 

Don't keep medicines on the 
same shelves with toilet articles, 
such as as tootpaste, hair tonic, 
mouth wash and nail polish. Do- 
ing so can result in tragic mis- 
takes. 

Don't save old prescriptions. 
Many drugs deterloate with age, 
become actually harmful or too 
weak to be effective. 

Don't choose your remdies by 
guess. You can't afford to gam- 
ble with health. 

Do keep aU medicines in a 
special place and high above the 
reach of children. 

Do keep all poisons apart from 
other medicines and mark them 
well. 

Do keep labels clean so they 
can be read distinctly. 

Do consult your doctor to learn 
what emergency remedies he pre- 
fers. 

Do keep your emergency medi- 
cal shelf or cabinet clean, in good 
order and properly supplied. The 
list would include: 

An antiseptic for cuts and 
scratches. 

An application for burns. 
, A stimulant for fainting or 
shock. 

A laxative — for occasionaluse 
only . 

A tube of white vaseline. 
A roll of adhesive tape. 
A small box of absorbent cot- 
ton. 

A few packages of finger dres- 
sings. 

A few sterile gauze squares.

Speeds Up Distribution 

The new system speeds up the 
separation of mail for distribu- 
tion to branch offices and per- 
mitts much more rapid handling 
of mail by inexperienced postal 
clerks, thousands of whom have 
been employed to replace person- 
nel who have gone into the arm- 
ed forces and into war industries: 

Rapid increase in volume of 
mail and the loss of some thirty 
thousand postal employees to the 
armed forces made it necessary 
to adopt the plan, in the interest 
of accurate, efficient mail ser- 
vice and for the relief of postal 
personnel who are carrying an 
extremely heavy burden of work. 
The average work-week in the 
service now is about 52 hours, 
and in many post offices, em- 
ployees are working 10 and 12 
hours a day, seven days a week, 
because of local shortages of per- 
sonnel 
Number Indicates Branch, Office 

The number after the name of 
the city indicates the branch 
post office (or "postal unit") 
through which delivery is made. 
Bach resident of the large cities 
is asked by his postmaster to 
add the postal unit number to 
his return address, and to notify 
all to whom he writes that his 
address is not complete without 
the number. 

Residents of small cities, towns 
and rural regions should inquire 
of their correspondents in the 
large cities concerning the num- 
ber assigned to the city residents' 
branch P. o. so that the mail 
may be expedited.

Employers Held Equally 

Guilty If Identification 

Carde Are Not Secured 

Employees in the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach who come in contact 
with the public must be registered, 
photographed and finger-printed 
by the police department within 
forty-eight hours of their employ- 
ment, Chief of Police Clarence Ho- 
beck warned the resort operators 
yesterday. The ordinance provid- 
ing for such registration was ap- 
proved by the Town Council sev- 
eral years ago and will be strictly 
enforced this year, Mr. Hobeck 
continued. 

A new amendment to the ordi- 
nance providesTthat any person 
who employs any person as de- 
the r.ecessary identification card 
provided therein, shall be equally 
guilty of a violation and subject 
fined in the law without securing 
to either a fine or imprisonment. 

Includes All Employees 

Those to be registered include 
every person employed in/night 
clubs, establishments handling liq- 
uor, beer or wine in any form, any 
place of amusement, hotel, room- 
ing house, apartment house, de- 
livery service, restaurant, bathing 
club, >bath house, automobile serv- 
ice station, barber shop, newspa- 
per delivery boys over seventeen, 
taxi-cab drivers and vending ma- 
chine operators. 

Identification cards are issued to 
all such persons as have registered 
and are good' for five years. Renew- 
al cards for a similar period may 
be obtained at the expiration of 
the original card. 

Domestic servants employed in 
the homes of private families and 
performing no services with respect 
to boarders or roomers do not 
come within the terms of the ordi- 
nance. Chief Hobeck said. However, 
he warned, all other types of em- 
ployees on the Beach must report 
to the police department for pho- 
tographing and finger-printing, 
unless they have already done so. 

It is the intention of the de- 
partment to begin immediate en- 
forcement of the ordinance.

In a statement made by T. Bos- 
worth Hulcher, manager of the 
Norfolk field office of the Social 
Security Board, he said that many 
new employees have never before 
worked in jobs covered by the Gov- 
ernment insurance system. 

Many are young folks entering 
their first employment. Some are 
women who are joining in Ameri- 
ca's battle of production, and who 
never worked outside their own 
homes before. Others have been 
in domestic service, where their 
wages did not count toward build- 
ing up insurance credits, and some 
are older men and women who had 
stopped wording before the system 
went into effect.

"Find out whether your job is 
covered by the old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance system.

A feed-industry agreement an- 
nounced by the Department in 
February, and now in effect, con- 
sists in voluntary action by feed 
manufacturers and others in limit- 
ing the proportions of animal, ma- 
rine, and vegetable proteins in 
various types of feeds. 

USDA Recommendation 

The USDA Feed Committee now 
amplifies 4a former brief recom- 
mendation to describe how protein 
ingredients of feeds can best be 
used and bqfw straight protein 
feeds can be utilized on farms in 
a way that conforms with protein- 
conservation measures.

All protein ingredients, whether 
of animal, marine, or vegetable 
origin, should be fed with other 
feedstuffs in a manner that will 
result in their most effective con- 
servation. 

"The farmer should use whatever 
feeds are best suited to his con- 
ditions. If he buys ready-mixed 
feeds, the percentages of protein 
will ' be automatically limited, 
through the industry agreement, 
If he combines purchased concen- 
trates or straight high-protein in 
gredients with his homegrown 
feeds, including grasses, he should 
follow the same principle of limit- 
ing the percentages of protein so 
that they will not exceed the maxi- 
mums agreed upon for commercial 
mixed feeds. 

Applies to AH Livestock 

"The recommendations apply to 
the feeding of all classes of live 
stock, but particularly poultry, 
swine, and dairy cattle. Feeders of 
beef cattle, sheep, and other<»live- 
stock also are requested to con- 
serve purchased protein by liberal 
feeding of* grain and nutritious 
roughage." 

The Feed Committee emphasizes 
that the protein-conservation pro 
gram is a means of obtaining ade 
quate nutrition without waste. The 
cooperation of all livestock and 
poultry producers, the feed indus- 
try, and educational agencies will 
contribute to maximum production 
from available feed supplies.

Street gossip that two of 
these candidates were not quali- 
fied to make the race could not be 
confirmed at a late hour yesterday, 
although it was not denied that 
court action might be resorted to 
in an effort to place their names on 
the official ballots. Interesting de- 
velopments, it was indicated, may 
be expected from this contest in 
the near future. 

As was indicated last week, Sid- 
ney S. Kellam, county treasurer 
for three terms; Paul W. Ackiss, 
completing his third term as Com* 
monwealth's Attorney, and Guy W.

"IN OUR OPINION" 

How many men have you met 
who said "I don't know?" It 
takes a lot of courage to pro- 
fess ignorance — but the bigger 
the man is, the more ready he is 
to admit that he doesn't know 
everything. 

Too many people today claim 
exhaustive knowledge. They are 
continual critics of every one 
around them, of those in author- 
ity, even when they have elected 
them— and they always know 
Just what should have been done 
under every circumstance. They 
have to express an opinion on 
each and every subject. 

Must we express an opinion? 
Mkist we always take time off 
from important, even if monoton- 
ous tasks, to sa" something? 
Can't we ever say"I don't know?" 
Can't we weigh our words before 
we speak? If we stopped to con- 
sider what our opinion was 
worth, there are lots of times 
when we wouldn't give it. 
f It is that habit of ours of al- 
ways having an opinion that has 
been played upon by enemy sa- 
boteurs. Our boys have died in 
burning oil on the high seas be- 
cause we must show our knowl- 
edge of sailing ships. Munitions 
have exploded, shipments lost 
or delayed at the cost of lives, all 
because we must talk, we must 
express an opinion. We could 
have kept still or said "I don't 
know"— but we didn't. 

That other saboteur, the prop- 
agandists, has also used this hab- 
it of ours to further his long 
range aims. Hasty speech means 
generalizations to cover up the 
lack of facts. We have had an 
opinion that such-and-such <• a 
group wasn't doing its share in 
the war. (Fill in the name with 
whichever one you don't like — 
the story is always the same, only 
the group is different.) We have 
cried profiteer at all groups ex- 
cept the one to which we as in- 
dividuals belong. We have con- 
demned en masse the mistakes of 
an individual. And what we have 
done those like us have done — 
which is just what the enemy 
was after, a division into groups 
of an indivisible nation. 

Must we express an opinion? 
If we must, then let us not talk 
of the things we don't know, of 
those things on which we have 
only opinions and not facts. Let 
us talk of the things we do know 
and believe. Let us express what 
Is our real opinion, the opinion 
that made our nation, that kept 
It together against hardships 
such as those who complain the 
most have never known. "We 
hold these truths to be self-evi- 
dent, that ail men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain una- 
lienable rights, that among these 
are Life, Liberty and the pursuit 
of Happiness. That to secure 
these rights, Governsments are 
Instituted among men, deriving 
their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed." This is 
the American opinion — let us ex- 
press it in every word and deed! 



MAGNIFICENT EFFORT 

Contrary to the expectations 
of the dopesters, and fortunately 
for tlie country, private enter- 
has not pr oceeded to ue 
and have its carcass tramp?

has shown a toughnesss and 
iliency that fully demonstrate its 
competence to assume the bur- 
dens, whatever they may be, of 
the post war area. 

The retail distribution indus- 
try is a perfect example of the 
capabilities of private enterprise. 
Early in the war peremptory re- 
tall price ceilings which often 
were out of line with wholesale 
prices, squeezed profit margins 
periously thin. These were fol- 
lowed by shortages, and ration, 
ing Presently the merchants be- 
came the official dispensers of 
government mandates as well as 
food and clothing. If the gov- 
ernment decrees one can of 
beans a month per person, it is 
up to the merchant to keep con- 
consumers with one can. He 
must also figure out how to keep 
his business going with no beans 
to sell. 

How he manages to do it was 
recently described by the Wall 
Street Journal: "Magazine racks 
are showing up along side the 
the vegetable bins. Stacks of 
cook books are piled high on 
counters, giving housewives new 
ideas for ration menus.. Space 
saved by diminishing supplies of 
canned goods become a 'drug de- 
partment filled with vitamin 
pills, toothpaste, cosmetics and 
various non-prescriptions items." 

The public can be thankful 
that the will to live is a domi- 
nant characteristic of retailing. 
Every store that manages to stay 
in business means just that much 
less wear and tear on transport 
facilities caused by consumers 
getting to and from shoping cen- 
ters, to say nothing of time saved 
to the war effort. Of even great- 
er significance, is the fact that 
in normal times the retail dis- 
tribution industry is a heavy em- 
ployer. When the war is over, 
the nation will sorely need every 
available source of private em- 
ployment. Preservation of a 
strong framework upon which to 
rebuild normal operation, should 
be the effort of every industry to- 
day. The distribution industry is 
making the effort magnificently.

FARMERS FED UP . 

• Many large dairies have gone 
out of business. More and more 
is the nation having to rely for 
its food on the family farm

If the farmer worked the short 
hours and received the high pay 
of workers in war industries who 
are constantly striking for even 
higher wages, those workers 
probably would be paying a dol- 
lar a quart for milk.

PATRIOTISM TO WHOM?

There is no use trying to over- 
look the facts— the men walked 
off the job in defiance of requests 
of the President of the United 
States: they refused to go back 
to work at his request, and only 
returned to work on orders of 
public welfare, and established 
agencies of government, was but 
one step removed from open rev- 
olution in war time. 

And yet the head of the United 
Mine Workers, according to news 
reports of May 4, says to the men 
who struck: "Your record of 
patriotism can never be challen- 
ged." 



HOME BATTLE FRONTS 

The Government has Issued a Handbook of War Agencies, in 143 
closely printed pages. No attempt has been made to include activities of 
the agencies originally established for other purposes, even though 
much of their present work has been integrated with the War Program. 
These agencies include many "Offices," many Administrations, many 
Boards, Commissions, Authorities, Corporations, Joint Boards and Com- 
missions, Programs, branches representing the Navy, Army, State Agri- 
cultural, Commerce and other Departments. 

Washington, District of Columbia, is the Capital of all Home Battle 
Fronts, and its motto is Justitia Omnibus (Justice to AH); its official 
flower is the American Beauty Rose; its area 69 square miles. The popu- 
lation has doubled, and the new description of the city is "Greater 
Washington." The new spread and sprawl of 1,500,000 human beings 
extend far over its borders into the States of Virginia and Maryland. 

President Roosevelt recently said that public spirit in the Capital 
was far below the rest of the country. His criticisms were due to the 
difficulties, quarrels, disputes and open breaks among high officials, in 
and out of the War Agencies. He has been disturbed over union defiance 
of his War Labor Board. The Big-3 brass hats of the principal unions 
are housed in the original 69 square miles of the District, 

The principal differences on the -Home Battle Front are, and have 
been, between Congress and the President. So far the Congress has not 
been able to pass laws to define a condition of equal justice to the public, 
employers and workers, as the President holds the club of his veto over 
the legislative branch of the Government. The Congress has been unable 
to meet the demands of the President with respect to pay-as-you-go 
taxation. That is another reason why the President believes the public 
spirit is low in the Capital. "%■ 

The Handbook of War Agencies is a helpful index to newsmen who 
have resented the restrictions placed on legitimate news at the Hot 
Springs, Virginia, international food conference. 

The Book is more than an index of men in key positions who are 
constantly playing New Deal politics, and persisting in their efforts to 
extend Government control and management over private industry in 
coming post-war years. 

The Book is filled with names of "yes-men" who make trouble for 
able and independent Administrators who are trying to instill old- 
fashioned methods of common sense into the affairs of manpower, 
shipping, transportation, communication, stabilization, rationing, finance, 
oil, rubber, raw and natural materials. , 

In short: What is the condition on the home front? A great majority 
of the public will answer that the strength and independence of the 
American Government and its people come first, and that post-war plans 
must save the greatest Republic in all the World from being: swallowed 
up in the current global description of "One World." 

WHAT'S GOOD FOR THE COUNTRY? 

A very significant statement appeared in the General Motors annual 
report for 1942. The report has received wjde attention for the manner 
in whiclrtt takes cognizance of increased public interest in the country's 
corporations, interest that has advanced greatly in this time of war, but 
the statement that struck us as being of particular significance was this: 

"It is a part of the organization's operating philosophy that what 
is good for the country is good for General Motors and what is not good 
for the country is not good for General Motors." 

This is very sound thinking that could well be adopted by all 
American enterprises. There is no question but that the high esteem in 
which the automobile industry is* held stems-nqtonly from its magnificent 
performance in war production but also from the policies of this corpora- 
tion whose consciousness of social responsibility is so well represented 
by the above quotation. It is not difficult to see that the widespread 
adoption of this philosophy would benefit the country at large and 
industry in particular. As one comment on the Corporation's annual 
report put it: 

"Such a policy, conscientiously carried out, might well become 
Magna Charts of American industry in the transition period ahead. Its 
acceptance would put industry in an unchallengeable position." 

Indeed, with this as the operating philosophy of all organizations 
and individuals our nation's strength in this war would be unchallenged 
and we would have an excellent theme for the march into the post-war 

world. 

THE BIRDS FLEW FIRST 

One of the wisest philosophers of our times is Charles F. Kettering. 
He observes that there are two kinds of people whd talk about the post- 
war world. He describes them as follows: "There are those who look into 
a crystal ball and see a world entirely different from the thing we have, 
and those who look down to a great cold place where worlds go when 
they are finished. Those two types of thinkers are like the electric switch. 
They are either on or off. Again, I don't believe either one of them is 
right. I don't believe we will have a new world that will go all to pot . . . 
Now we sometimes do a little chest hammering and think of the great 
things we have accomplished in science and engineering and so forth, 
without recognizing that the world was all here before we came. The 
plants and the animals and everything else were growing here, and there 
was not much trouble in the world. The so-called civilized nations of the 
world are the only ones in trouble ... We have been flying for 40 years. 
The birds and bees and butterflies have been flying for hundreds of 
thousands of years. I have taken carrier pigeons and homing pigeons 
many times from Springfield and Dayton when I was going to Detroit 
and before I got to Detroit I let them loose. There was no way they could 
see which route they had come, but the ones that came from Dayton went 
to Dayton. They are great navigators, but, of course, they are dumb 

animals. 

"The bat is a very old creature. He has this navigating business 
down fine. If you take two wheels revolving in opposite directions, and 
blindfold the bat, he will fly through the wheels without even hitting 
a spoke. He has been able to do that for centuries. Of course, he is a 
dumb animal. We don't want to think that ejhything in this world has 
been created by us, and that we are the masters of nature." 
EASING UP ON COMMUNISM 

The action by Soviet Russia about Communism has straightened 
out about all the questions, and doubts, regarding the reliability and 
stability of Russia as a war partner. The Stalin Government has dis- 
banded the so-called Comitern. The importance of this decision has 
brought a statement from Congressman Martin Dies that the Con* 
mittee bearing his name will likely discontinue investigations of sub- 
versive alien activities in this country. ^ 

More than a year ago Averell Harriman reported to the Washing- 
ton Government and the American people regarding political conditions 
in Russia, as he had studied them when he and Lord Beaverbnwfc were 
sent by the heads of the United States and British Governments to 
Sdviet Russia. Harriman stated positively that Russia had lost mterest 
in saving the world with Communism, and was devoting its- efforts solely 
to saving Russia and nobody else. 

"HOT* AT HOT SPRINGS 

The strange secrecy imposed upon proceedings of the United 
Nations Food Conference at Hot Springs, Virginia, may defeat most of 
the aims of the United Nations in their efforts to get to the core of food 
problems that will become questions of relief from starvation after the 
war. It is said that plans are being made at the Virginia resort to set up 
permanent machinery and organizations to finance crop production on a 
tremendous scale in various countries throughout the world. The United 
States would have to put up most of the money. 

Just how far the United States can go in financing the old world 
seems already to have become a very critical question. President Roose- 
velt has stated that Lend-Lease aid during a little more than two years 
has cost more than 11 billion dollars, of which more than 1 billion 
dollars has gone to Soviet Russia. 

FIXING UP A TAX BILL 

Senate and House tax conferees have finally agreed upon a com- 
promise pay-as-you-go tax plan which they believe will be passed and 
get the approval of President Roosevelt. A great many people are trying 
to figure out how much "forgiv e n es s". there is in the bill; but they need 
not he too hopeful because about the only real virtue of the tax measure \ 
is that assessments will be easier to pay under the

GLASSING IS THE MOST FAVORED METHOD 
of storing foods rich in vitamins, and minerals, such 
as tomatoes, fruits and their juices, peas, bean*, 
asparagus, greens and many others. There ara two 
groups of foods to word with: one is known as the 
Acid Foods which ere tomatoes, fruits, pickled 
beets and rhubarb. The others ara Non-Acid foods, 
and include all other vegetables, meats and poultry. 
The Acid Foods art preferably processed in a boil- 
ing water bath with water boiling vigorously. 

NON-ACID FOODS for a greater degree of safety 
should be processed in a Steam Pressure Canner. 
However, with few Pressure Cannars available, 
much glassing may have to be dona in Boiling Water 
Bath Cannars. Regardless of how you process your 
foods, it is important to remember this: ALL HOME 
PROCESSED MEATS AND VEGETABLES 
SHOULD BE BOILED AT LEAST IS MINUTES IN 
AN OPEN PAN BEFORE TASTING OR SERVING. 

TO USE A BOILING WATER BATH CANNER 
successfully, fill it with water to cover tops of jars 
by one or two inches. (In lesson 3, we discussed inv 
prevising a water bath canner with rack, from a 
lard can, wash boiler, or other deep metal contain* 
ers.) The hot-pack filled jars ara lowered care* 
fully into water as near as possible to same temper- 
ature in jars and placed so they do not touch each 
other. Cover container and bring water quickly 
to rolling boil. Not until water boils is processing 
time counted. Water must be kept at vigorous 
boil the entire time. If it evaporates too rapidly 
add boiling water to keep jars covered. At end 
of all processing periods, remove jars carefuhy, one 
at a time, and place hot jars on folded doth or 
newspaper, away from drafts, until cold. DO NOT 
INVERT JARS. 

WHEN YOU USE A PRESSURE TANNER get out 
the manufacturer's directions v d foRew them 
closely. There ara a few standard directions ap- 
plicable to el cannars: add enough boiling water to 
bring it at least 2 inches above the bottom of 
canner. Always use a rack to hold filed jars. Put on 
cover, fasten securely. Leave petcock open until 
steam has escaped freely 7 to 10 minutes. Close 
petcock and bring the temperature up on ft* heat 
until correct steam pressure is reached, then start 
counting the time.. Do not rely on your memory— 
rater to your timetable, mark the computed time 
on a piece of paper, then fasten it on the handle of 



the canner and remain in the kitchen to keep heat 
adjusted eorractly and prevent fluctuation of 

C assure. Wp time is up, remove canner from 
mt and do/not place en a cold metal surface. Let 
pressure drop to zero before opening petcock. Then 
remove cover by tilting so steam is kept away from 
your face. Wipe inside of cover immediately wi!h 
fresh clean cloth and place on newspaper or paddod 
cloth. NEVER open a Pressure Canner until the 
gauge registers zero. Never wash cover and do 
not let it drop on floor. 

MANY NEW TYPES OF METAL CAPS, rim bands, 
glass tops and rubber bands will be used this year, 
so it is wise to ALWAYS SEAL JARS ACCORD- 
ING TO MANUFACTURER'S DIRECTIONS. 
New caps, if self-sealing metal discs, and new rub- 
ber bands, must be used each season.

TOO MANY PLEASURE 



Since the pleasure drirtng ban 
went into effect on May 20, the 
OPA assisted by State and local 
police have tawed thousands of 
motorists as pleasure drivers. In 
Che Richmond OPA district alone 
over 1,000 drivers have been tag- 
ged, and while many of these 
presented satisfactory excuses to 
the hearing boards, the OPA en- 
forcement division says there is 
no question but that too many 
Virginians are deliberately wast- 
ing precious gasoline because they 
persist in a mistaken belief that 
"there is plenty of gas." Far from 
there being plenty of gas, OPA 
says, tremendously increased mil- 
itary requirements, inadequate 
transportation facilities, and the 
damage caused to pipelines the 
recent floods in the East mean 
that the State is facing a real 
gasoline "famine," and that not 
one drop should be used except 
for absolutely essential driving. 
AID FOR THE FARMER 

In an order designed to speed 
the process by which Virginia 
farmers may obtain maintenance, 
repair and operating supplies, 
the War Production Board has 
ruled that farmers no longer will 
obtain such supplies under OMP 
Regulation 5, but instead win 
obtain them under Priorities 
Regulation 19. According to 
John Springer Gray, WPB prior- 
ities manager in Richmond, this 
means that farmers no longer 
need obtain from dealers the cer- 
tification statement required un- 
der CMP 5, which gave them an 
AA r S rating, but Instead need 
only to write out a simple state 
ment of need to obtain any of 
140-odd essential items. Under 
the old plan, some of the items 
now obtainable by the certifica- 
tion were not even obtainable 
with an AA-5 rating. 

COFFEE BY MAIL 

Virginia coffee drinkers who or- 
der their blends by mail now pay 
for the purchase by enclosing de- 
tached ration stamp with the or- 
der rather than the entire ration 
book.tOPA has announced. Form- 
erly, consumers were required to 
forward their War Ration Book 
to the retailer or wholesaler for 
removal of stamps.

Tire inspections for Virginia 
commercial motor vehicles now 
may be made every 5,000 miles 
or every six months, whichever 
occurs first, ODT says.

WPB Eliminates Red Tape 
To Simplify Farm Buying 

Manufacturers Instructed to Get Into Dealers' Hands 
as Soon as Possible All Stocks of Commodities 
Requested hy Growers. 



In a move to help farmers se- 
cure badly needed supplies of ra- 
tioned commodities,, the War 
Production Board in an order ef- 
fective June 7 has cut red tape, 
and now makes it possible for 
Virginia farmers to obtain ovei 
140 scarce items simply by giv- 
ing their dealer a simple form 
certifying that the supplies de- 
sired are needed for operation of 
a farm. 

John Springer Gray, WPB pri- 
orities manager in Richmond, 
stated that the order was in line 
with WPB's program to extend 
all posible aid to farmers, and 
while it does not mean that a 
fanner will be able to secure* ev- 
erything he might want it does 
mean that he stands a far bet- 
ter chance than he has had re- 
cently, for manufacturers have 
been Instructed to get into deal- 
ers hands as soon as posible all 
stocks of the commodities named.

Additional Towns and Coun- 
ties Subjected to OPA 
Control in Norfolk District 

The OPA's "market basket" 
prices which were announced on 
May 24 for nearly 800 items of 
dry groceries in the immediate 
Norfolk area will become effec- 
tive June 21 in 11 additional 
towns and 7 counties in the Nor- 
folk OPA District, Loren E. Barfc- 
houser, OPA District Director of 
the Norfolk are-i, annaunced this 
week. Operating under the new 
price cellirtps beginning June 21 
will be the towns of Phoebus, 
Luton Village, Williamsburg. To- 
ano, Smithiield, Yorktown. 
Courtland, Franklin, Cape 
Charles, Eastville and Onley, and 
the counties of York Surry, 
Southampton, Isle of Wight, 
James City, Northampton and 
Accomac. The prices wove form- 
erly effective only in the cities of 
Norfolk, Portsmouth, Newport 
News. Suffolk, Hampton, South 
Norfolk and the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach, and in the counties 
of Norfolk, Princess Anne, War- 
wick, Elizabeth City and Nanse- 
mond. 

Mr. Barkhouser said that no 
changes have been made in the 
list of May 24 execept that the 
price of butter has been rolled 
back 5 cents a pound in most 
cases and 8 cents in some instan- 
ces. In the additional towns and 
counties in which the price ceil- 
ings will be effective, all four 
classes of stores will be effective. 
Class 1 stores are "independent" 
retail stores with annual grosss

farm supplies on the list from a 
dealer who has them in stock, 
the dealer must fill the order if 
the farmer gives him a signed 
certificate as follows: 

"I certify to the War Produc- 
tion Board that I am a farmer 
and that the supplies covered by 
this order are needed now and 
will be used for the operation of 
a farm." 

However, if a farmer wants to 
use a certificate tb buy more 
than $25 worth at any one time 
of any item on the list, he must 
first get bis certificate approved 
in writing by the County Farm 
Rationing Comittee. Mr. Gray 
emphasized that the certificate 
is not a WPB form, but may be 
(supplied by the dealer or simply 
written out by the farmer him- 
self. 

Under the terms of the order, 
a farmer is defined as "a person 
who engages in farming as a bus- 
iness, by raising crops, livestock, 
bees or poultry." A person who 
just raises food or other agricul- 
tural products entirely for his 
own or family use can not se- 
cure supplies in this manner. 

The priorities official explain- 
ed that a dealer can use the far- 
mers' certificates to get priority

Request Denied . 

This was the first request of 
its kind, adapting the magazine 
subscription-in-advance princi- 
ple to the State liquor system. 
The request was denied by the 



Board and it went further than 
this and pointed out what would 
happen if many other drinkers 
got the same idea— prospects of 
setting up individual accounts, 
balance sheets and additional 
work of all kinds. 

It has long been an ABC prac- 
tice to fill mail orders from cus- 
tomers who are unable to get to 
stores because of distance, lack 
of transportation, etc., the ship* 
ments being made via express 
upon receipt of the order plus 
prepayment in check or money 
order and the purchaser's ration 
book. 

The Board has announced that 
orders for express shipment will 
be accepted and filled, but only 
one at a time and this means 
one per ration period. No ad- 
vance orders will be accepted no 
matter how far from an ABC 
store a customer may live, nor 
how good is his excuse.

Three interesting devlopments 
in the travel picture directly af- 
fecting traffic to and through 
Virginia Beach came to the sur- 
face this week, as follows: 

1. Calling on all civilians to 
restrict their individual traveling 
during the summer season to the 
absolute minimum, the Office of 
Defense Transportation again 
refused to request the elimination 
of vacation travel, the agency's 
statement saying that while this 
is considered "unessential" it is 
less undesirable than travel on 
sightseeing trips or travel merely 
for the sake of gfing somewhere. 
The ODT did say, however, that 
vacationists should go to the 
spot of their choice and "stay 
put" until time for the return 
trip home. 

Complaints of Beach Violations 

2. The campaign against 
pleasure drivers frequenting Vir- 
ginia Beach will be intensified, 
Frank Cromwell, chief* attorney 
for the Norfolk district office of 
the OPA, announced this week. 
His statement followed an analy- 
sis of complaints allegedly re- 
ceived from the resort town over 
the past weekend. . *\ 

3. H. L. Cummings, a member 
of the Richmond War Price and 
Rationing Board, complained to 
Senator Harry Byrd that North 
Carolina motorists on pleasure 1 
bent— mostly to "Virginia Beach" 
he says— are using Virginians' 
"precious gasoline" without fear 
of retaliation from the OPA* 
while State residents stand td 
have their gasoline ration books' 
revoked if they drive two or three 
blocks to visit a friend. 

Beach Clubs Cited' 

In Mr. Cromwell's opinion, 
"the traffic to and from Virginia 
Beach was way out of proportion 
but the chief complaint was from 
citizens who protested the pres- 
ence of so many cars parked near 
several beach clubs last Saturday 
night. It's hard to believe that 
the critical shortage of gas is ig- 
nored by frivolous and pleasure- 
bent drivers." 

Reasonably careful checking of 
driving over the past weekend 
failed to reveal many possible vi- 
olators of the pleasure ban edict 
at or near the Surf and Dunes 
Clubs, in this reporter's opinion, 
although a substantial number of 
cars was parked on both days in 
the vicinity of the Cavalier Beach 
Club, now operated for Army and 
Navy officers and their families. 
Most persons attending the two 
local clubs either arrived by the 
Cottage Line bus via "shank's 
mare," with none-too-large at- 
tendance of civilians reported at 
either place. Again, officer per- 
sonnel was in the majority at 
both places. 

Sunday Traffic Normal 

Sunday morning's traffic along 
Atlantic Avenue was reasonably 
heavy, but most motorists ap- 
peared to be heading for church 
services. Traffic in the after* 
noon again was light. 

In the complaint voiced tf 
Senator Byrd by Mr. Cummmta, 
it was charged that "people from 
North Carolina get gasonhe 
books there, drive into Virginia 
•nd exchange their coupons ft* 
our precious gasoline . . . m my 
opinion, this does not contribute 
to the morale of our people or 
help the war war effort one bit.

Reports drift back from the 
fighting fronts which indicate 
that some of the men in the ser- 
vice believe the government alone 
has been responsible for pro- 
duction achlevments on the home 
front. Apparently they feel that 
the government has turned out 
the record-breaking number of 
tanks, guns and planes, and 
therefore it should take over in- 
dustry, lock, stock and barel af- 
ter the war. Erroneous informa- 
tion of this character should be 
dispelled, even though it is held 
by only a small minority, for it is 
upon Just such fallacies that the 
demagogue hinges his appeal. 

Private industry is producing 
the equipment with which to 
win the war. Private industry is 
producing nearly seven thousand 
planes a month. Private indus- 
try in this country has done in 
two years what the dictatorships 
took a decade to accomplish in 
the way of preparation for mech- 
anised war. Private industry 
has built ships— millions of tons 
of them— faster than they were 
ever before. 

Government regulates the flow 
of stragetic materials and takes 
over the finished goods. In be- 
tween these acts of government 
the great bulk of the war effort 
Is being carried by civilians. The 
natural resource industries, oil, 
mining, timber, and electric pow- 
er, are the starting point in a 
vast assembly line that termin- 
ates on the battlefield. Private 
enterprise and private citizens 
keep the line moving. That is 
the fundamental difference be- 
tween this country and dictator- 
ships. On the other side of no- 
man's land the inititive comes 
from the individual. It must al- 
ways be so in a free country. 



The fourth dimension Is just a hypothesis, realistically speaking, 
but the fourth dimension of public relations has been brought into 
focus. Paul Garrett, vice-president and director of public relations 
of General Motors, in a recent address listed four public relations 
dimensions for industry in better interpreting Itself to the public, 
a matter of great importance to both. 

Doing a good Job is the first dimension of public relations. This- 
certainly is true for all organizations in war or peace, and indus- 
try has demonstrated over the years what it can dp. Companies 
engaged in war production have a special opportunity both to do 
their greatest job and, because of the special attention paid them 
in the war emergncy, to dmonstrate conspicuously their mass pro- 
duction talents. 

Telling about the job done is the second dimension in the pub- 
lic relations rule book. The doing is more important than the tell- 
ing, but the doing alone is not enough. War industry and other 
concerns have made striking steps in this direction with the report' 
to-the- public nature of their advertisements and annual reports. 

The third dimension is telling how a company Is able to do the 
kind of a Job it is doing. Mr. Garrett says quite rightly that In- 
dustry must give the public an understanding of the "how" and 
"why." Surely the public, eager to know the "how" of everything 
pertaining to the nation's accomplishments of war, will agree. And 
the facts prove this point, for some of the most avidly read contem- 
porary war stories are those telling of the "how" of events long 
after the public has read about the events themselves In the news- 
papers as they have transpired. 

But there is a fourth dimeaskm that equals in importance any 
of the first three. It is the question of diffusing the responsibility 
for public relations thinking throughout an organization. As Mr. 
Garrett puts it, "You never know at what stage even a small de- 
cision may develop to the maturity of a good! or a bad public lm- 
preston." 

The importance of those principles lies in the fact that they 
apply not only to the public retetiofas of industry and public under- 
standing of industry. They apply to the activities of all organiza- 
tions, whether the business yoi work Jta or the fraternal group to 
which you belong. Their most Important application, particularly 
that of the fourth point, is to tie whole nation and to us in our role 
as representatives. 

Let us be conscious of our public relations responsibilities, and in 
public relations let us be four dimensional beings. 
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TAX EQUALITY ESSENTIAL 

In spite Of the generally ex- 
pressed public desire for "pay- 
as-you-go" tax collections, there 
is determined governmental op- 
position to the plan. 

There is a feeling in the minds 
of many persons that the desire 
of governmental authorities is 
not so much to have equality be- 
fore the law in matters of tax- 
ation as it is to enact a tax law 
that will charge "all the traffic 
will bear," depending on the to- 
dividual. 

We are drifting far away from 
the foundation principle of our 
go^rnm^nt— (equality and jus- 
tice for all— when our Treasury 
Department insists on tax legis- 
lation which would make one 
man pay dauble taxes while for- 
giving the tax bill of another. 

It makes no difference whether 
the amount involved is one dollar 
or a million— such a punitive tax 
system would be the 'rankest kind 
of immorality in government.

THREE LEADERS WITH A SINGLE THOUGHT 

A peculiar thing about the strikes that' have annoyed the general 
public before, and since the beginning at the war, isf thai practically 
all strikes have been authorized, and also settled by orders from 
Washington. The 5 million mine workers have not been nearly 
as Important in the news reports of their strikes as Leader John L. 
Lewis, who has carried out his plan in resisting the Administration. 
A year ago Mr. Lewis went to the White House and had: a talk with 
President Roosevelt; the Prsident appointed a board of mediators 
who promptly settled the coal mine dispute over wages satisfactory 
to Mr. Lewis. This yeari Lewis Is, so far as the Whte House Is 
concerned, "on the outside looking in." But in the same section 
of Washington, through a sixman committee, the A* R. of L. and 
C. I. O. and the railway unions have personal access to, the Presi- 
dent. They keep the President informed about the aspirations of 
their members. a 

Leaders Green of A. F. of L. and Murray of C. I. Oi are putting 
pressure on demands for higher wages for the reason announced 
by Lewis— because of the increased costs of living. The War Labor 
Board members say they have orders to "hold the line" against such 
demands. That explained why A. F. of L. and C. I. O. have dodged 
the straight issue and asked for a $2 billion subsidy plan under 
which the taxpayersmpneg would be used to "roll back prices" to the 
level of May 1943. Lewis "on the % o«tside looking in.' is in a dif- 
ferent spot, and he has insisted that the owners of the mines should 
"hold the line" instead of the taxpayrs. The three bit leaders, with, 
a single thought, want the same thing. 

The Smith-Connally bill went through the House and Senate, 
with amendments that called for a Conference Committee. In view 
of the fact that there was substantial approval of this measure in 
both branches there is every reason to expect that before long there 
will be new and more reasonable labor laws in the public interest.

'.'Many yean ago at alarge reunion Held in Washington of Smith 
alumnae. President Neilson gave as his opinion that the education 
of women was more important that the education,** men- I have 
never forgotten this public statement made by one tfS« most 
revered educators in the United States who was ttie Jiead tod had ) 
been the inspiration of the largest Institution In the world for the 
higher education of women. I have often repeated tt when a girl 
was not going on in school or to college, because she did not expect 
to earn hfer living. Specialised training is necessary for a career, 
surely no one needs more a broad education or a fine culture than 
a wife and a mother. If In this world crisis the women of the 
United States fail, then, I believe that the United States will fail in 
leading the nations towards international peace."

on orders for farm supplies up 
to 75 per cent of the dollar 
amount of his sales. He does not 
have to use the certificates to get 
the same kind of supplies cover- 
ed by the regulation, except for 
a few items for which other 
methods are provided. All he 
does to get a priority rating is 
to certify to his supplier that the 
dollar amount of his order is not 
more than 75 per cent of the dol- 
lar amount of farm supplies he 
has sold under the regulation. 

The items which Virginia farm- 
ers can now obtain by simple cer- 
tification are: 

Auger bits, axes, bale ties, barb- 
ed wire, baskets, batteries, (flash- 
light, radio, fence telephone and 
Ignition), belt fasteners, bit bra- 
ces, blacksmith's pincers, black- 
smith's hoof knives, blow torches, 
blowers and forges, bolts and 
nuts, boxes, brooder thermome- 
ters, brushes for motor repair, 
bull rings, burlap bags, BX or 
non-metallic sheath cable upto 
75 feet in length, calf weaners, 
cans (five-gallon kerosene and 
gasoline only), and the follow- 
ing kinds of chains — halter and 
tie chains, cow chains, log 
chains, tractor tire chains. Wel- 
ded coll under 1-2 inch, and re- 
pair links. 

Also, clevises and swivels, cold 
chisels, copper wire (Insulated) 
up to 75 feet in length, crates, 
curry combs, drills (breast, hand, 
post, carbon steel blacksmith 
drills, carbon steel bit stock drills 
and carbon steel straight shank 
drills), eave troughs and conduc- 
tors, egg cases, feed troughs, fen- 
cing, files, food choppers, forks 
(agricultural), grain scoops, 
grease fittings and oil cups, 
grease guns (hand operated, in- 
cluding hose and adapter), grind 
stones (mounted), grinders for 
sharpening tools, hacksaw blades, 
hacksaw frames, names, hammers 
hampers, hand cultivators, hand 
sprayers, handles for small tools, 
handles for steel goods, harness 
(leather), harness (hardware), 
hoes, hog rings, hoof rasps, hoof 
snippers, horsecollars, horseshoe 
nails and calks, horseshoes, 
horseshoe tongs and husking pins 
and hooks. 

Also, jacks for farm tractors, 
knives (butcher, corn, grafting, 
hay, hoof, and stockmen's 
knives.) lanterns, mattocks,

License Revenues 
Show Little Drop 

Crawley F. Joyner, Jr., Motor 
Vehicles Commissioner, has an- 
nounced that Virginia's motor ve- 
hicle license revenues from Feb* 
ruary 1st until June 1st., were 
only 3.5 per cent less than col- 
lections for the same period in 
1942. 

In spite of gas rationing and 
the drastic curtailment of the use 
of automobiles, the total revenue 
from licenses for the past four 
months amounts to $6,718,812 
while for the same period in 1942 
$6,966,353 was collected. 

Gasoline tax collections dur- 
ing the same four months, how- 
ever, were down 25.2 per cent. 
Total revenues from this source 
from February 1st to June 1st, 
1943, were $5,424,012 and for the 
same period in 1942— $7,232,284. 

No accurate check has been 
compiled on the number of auto 
licenses sold to date in the en- 
tire State, Mr. Joyner said, but 
this win probably be available 
within the next two weeks.

"The selective process for the 
girls has been a little more ex- 
acting a*nd most of those that are 
left will be a great help to farm 
women who have too much to 
do. Some have worked, and 
want to work. In the fields, but 
made it quite clear that except 
where they work on piece work, 
they will expect to work in the 
house, with some work in gar- 
dens »nd with chickens, and 
flowers, and very little work with 
livestock and in the fields. 
. Wages Not Exorbitant 

"Neither the boys nor the girls 
are expecting exorbitant wages. 
The greater majority of them 
want to go out and live with the 
farm families and work by the 
week or month. Some are wil- 
ling to do seasonal and piece- 
work in gangs, such as picking 
up potatoes, picking tomatoes 
and snap beans,etc. We told the 
girls and smaller boys who want- 
ed to work by the week that they 
could not expect big wages. We 
suggested the probability of $2 or 
$3 a week with board and room 
for the smaller boys and girls, 
and $3 to $5* a week with board 
and room for the older and more 
capable girls. It was thought 
generally that the bigger and the 
more experienced boys and girls 
could earn $25 to $40 a month 
Wages, however, will have to be 
determined by those concerned in, 
each case. 

About a fourth of these VFV's 
are already and work is starting 
immediately to place all the rest 
as soon as posible. 

"In addition to these city 
youths, the district vocational 
agricultural supervisors are get 
ting reports from town and vil 
lage high school principals 
throughout the state listing a 
large number of VFV's from their 
schools. It seems at present that 
there might be a 1,000 or more 
of these village and town youths. 

"In addition to the schools that 
we visited, there are a limited 
number of VFV's in Danville, 
Alexandria and Fredericksburg 
yt seems probably that the to- 
tal VFV's In all cities will not 
exceed 300.

Intensive Recruiting Cam- 
paign Underway for Mer- 
chant Marine Personnel 



Health Notes 



In an endeavor to relieve the 
critical shortage of manpower 
existing in the Merchant Ma- 
rine, the U. 6. Maritime Service 
is conducting an intensive re- 
cruiting campaign throughout 
the State, and is offering training 
leading to various licenses to 
both experienced and inexper- 
ienced men between the ages of 
17 1-2 and 50. 

Ensign George B. Moreland, 
Jr., head of the Maritime Ser- 
vice recruiting in the State, is 
urging anyone who wishes to 
make a vital contribution to the 
war program to contact his of- 
fice. An automatic draft defer- 
ment will be given all men ac- 
cepted for training by the 
Service and able to pass a phys- 
ical examination, ' and Ensign 
Moreland especially appealed to 
men between 40 and 50 axious to 
get into action, who will be ac- 
cepted for training as cooks and 
stewards. 

Training Course 
Men with no previous exper- 
ience will be given a three- 
months course of training in the 
deck, engine or steward depart- 
ments at the Maritime Service 
Apprentice Seaman School in 
New York. During the training 
period the applicant will be paid 
$50 per month and all expenses, 
and when he successfully com- 
pletes the course and goes to sea 
will be paid a minimum of ap- 
proximately$185 a month plus 
wartime bonuses. After 14 
months at sea anyone is eligible 
to attend the Officer Candidate 
School of the Service, and spe- 
cial inducements are being of- 
fered to men with some exper- 
ience at sea. 

For the next several months, a 
representative of the Maritime 
Service will be on hand to take 
applications at the U. S. Employ- 
ment Service office in Rich- 
mond on Tuesdays, in Lynchburg 
on Wednesdays, in Roanoke on 
Thursdays, and in Danville on 
Fridays. Sate headquarters are 
at 119 Tawwell Street, Norfolk.

INSECTS 

"At this time of year those 
living in wooded and rural sec- 
tions are likely to be pestered 
with a number of insects, the 
more annoying of which are mos- 
quitoes and chlggers, otherwise 
known as red bugs. At the sea- 
shore, the predominating pest is 
the mosquito," states Dr. I. C 
Riggin, State Health Commis- 
sioner. 

"Screening of homes and cot- 
tages, and the use of a commer- 
cial insecticide spray, usually 
will be effective for the inside of 
habitations so far as mosquitoes 
and gnats are concerned, though 
screens apparently are not bar- 
riers to the later. A popular jand 
resonably effective repellent is 
commercial incense. 

"However, when It comes to 
chlggers, the story is a very 
different one. Those little, al- 
most microscopic mites, are prev- 
alent in open and wooded spaces 
in this lattitude, though the dis- 
tribution is not uniform. Some 
areas are heavily infested while 
surrounding ones will be com- 
paratively free. In Virginia they 
are especially active during an 
approximate eight weeks' period 
beginning around the latter part 
of May. 

"Their power to torment has 
no relation to their size. Orig- 
inally it was believed that they 
burrowed into the skin where 
they lived for a week or more, 
creating an intense itching and 
a small inflamed spot. As a mat- 
ter of fact, they attach them- 
selves to the skin and suck blood; 
and while so doing inject a com- 
paratively large amount of poi- 
son which creates the persistent 
itching and inflp motion. If chig- 
gers have attacked in number, 
their plaguing capacity is very 
real, to say the least. Once the 
i telling has started one should at- 
tempt to avoid scratching, thus 
minimizing the possibility of in- 
fection. It is realized, however, 
tha't this suggestion is a most 
difficult one to follow but one 
should aim to apply his restraint 
to the best of his ability. Cool- 
ing ointments give some tem- 
porary relief, though time is the 
real healer. Iodine or mercuro- 
chrome may be applied to in- 
fected bites. 

"Control measures include the 
dusting of finely powdered sul- 
phuror nathalene into the cloth- 
ing and shoes. Scented products 
of this type are attainable at 
drug store;. Leather leggins or 
high-top shoes over the trousers 
Are effective barriers. 

•The U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture in a pamphlet on this 
subject prepared by its Bureau 
of Entomology states: 'Persons 
exposed to chlggers should bathe 
as promptly as possible, lather- 
ing the body freely with medi- 
cated soap and using a coarse 
rag or brush to dislodge the chig- 
gers as much as possible. The 
lather may be allowed to dry on 
tue body for fifteen minutes lie- 
fore it is removed. When chlg- 
gers are known to be on the body 
a very light application of kero- 
sene a few minutes prior to the 
bath will kill the chlggers. All 
clothing should be changed ' 

"Metcalf and Flint in their 
book 'Destructive and Useful In- 
sects,* have the following to say 
regarding neutralizing heavily in- 
fested places: 'Premises infested 
with these mites may be freed "ay 
cutting out the underbrush, es- 
pecially berry brambles, by keep- 
ing grass closely trimmed, by 
pasturing with sheep, and dust- 
ing with sulphur at the rate of 
fifty pounds per acre. Infested 
lawns have been cleaned of chig- 
gers , by dragging over them a 
Ptece of canvas or sacking wrung 
out of kerosene. The oil-soaked 
canvas should not be allowed to 
drip or remain long in one place, 
or the grass may be kffled.*"

Highway Commissioner James 
A. Anderson has notified the 
Department's District and Resi- 
dent Engineers that any High- 
way employees engaged in road 
work in the farming sections of 
the State, removed from defense 
areas, who wish to assist the 
farmers in their rush season may 
be granted temporary leave with- 
out loss of jobs. Commissioner 
Anderson said that during the 
present emergency the Highway j 
Department would gladly coop- 
erate in any way possible, in 
spite of the fact that its own 
ranks are badly depleted. He i 
stressed the point, however, that 
farm work would be purely op- 
• tional with the Highway De- 
partment employees. Farmers in 
need of assistance could contact 
the workers direct or through 
the Resident or District Engi- 
neer.

The Virginia Conservation 
Commission has today announc- 
ed that a portion of the facili- 
ties at the Douthat State Park 
have been made available to 
members of the Army School of 
Special Services located at 
Washington and Lee University. 
The Park's facilities, including 
bath house, bathing beach, etc., 
will be used for training pur- 
poses and the men, approximate- 
ly 300 will be housed in the old 
CCC camp quarters. The army 
will take over immediately and 
will continue to use the Park 
for training purposes until Nov- 
ember.

Wash jars thoroughly 
with a damp cloth and label. Do not invert jars 
to test for a leak unless they havo the zinc top and 
rubber band. Keep jars in an opon exposed place 
where they may be checked for 8 to 10 days to 
d*tect any immediate spoilage.

Automobiles Under New 
Rules During Black-out 
Signals 

On and after July 1, the use 
of emergency "E" and "P" signs 
on automobiles is to be discon- 
tinued, and in order to move 
during the "red" air raid signal a 
car must be equipped with an of- 
ficial white pennant for daytime 
use and a mask for use during 
hours of darkness, to be fastened 
securely over the lighted front 
headlight. 

This change has been explained 
in detail in Operations Procedure 
No. 8, from State Coordinator J. 
H. Wyse to all directors and co- 
ordinators of local Defense Coun- 
cils and is made in order to con- 
form with military regulations 
and to comply with Governor 
Darden's executive order No, 91, 
Section 6, Article 41-E. 

The pennant, to be mounted on 
the forward left side of the ve- 
hicle, shall have in the center of 
the white background the basic 
insigne of the U. S. Office of 
Civilian Defense, entirely in red 
and six inches in diameter. 

Emergency motor vehicles eli- 
gible to display the pennant and 
mask are those of essential mem- 
bers of the U. S. Citizens Defense 
Corps, administrative staff of De- 
fense Councils, essential members 
of the Civilian Defense Auxiliary 
group, emergency medical units, 
forest fire fighters service, and 
any other designated emergency 
vehicles approved by the State 
Office of Civilian Defense.

Fire Guards New Civilian 
Defense Protective Unit 



To be Prepared to Combat 
Minor Fires in Event of 
Enemy Attack 



The organization of Fire 
Guards, a new protective unit of 
Civilian Defense, is proceeding in 
Virginia simultaneously with 
their establishment in all target 
area cities of the United States. 

Fire Guards in target areas will 
be trained to man pump tank 
fire extinguishers and teams will i 
consist of three or four especially 
trained persons equipped with 
pump tanks, each team having an 
area to guard of about a city 
block. 

The nucleus of the Fire Guards 
will be obtained from the exist- 
ing Fire Watchers unit, which 
the new unit will supersede. The 
same insigne will be used— a red 
flame in a white triangle, super- 
imposed on a circular blue field. 

Fire Watchers, Air Raid War- 
dens ( Utility Repair and qualified 
members of other emergency ser- 
vices, where personnel can be 
spared from these services, will 
be drawn upon to recruit the Fire 
Guards. Women qualified phy- 
sically for the work may be en- 
rolled as well as men. The Fire 
Guards will be attached to and 
work in close coordination with 
the Warden Service. About 9,500 
Fire Guards, In addition to the 
present force of some 12,500 Fire 
Watchers, will be needed in the 
State. 

State Coordinator Joseph H. 
Wyse pointed out that in some 
sections there are more Air Raid 
Wardens than are required and 
recommended that this surplus be 
transferred to the Fire Guard 
units. 

The new group will In no way 
supplant the Auxiliary Firemen, 
who work with the regular fire 
departments, supplementing their 
heavy equipment with Civilian 
Defense auxiliary pumpers and 
accessories. The function of the 



Fire Guards will be to handle 
minor fires promptly, freeing 
other fire protective forces for 
work on major fires. The Fire 
Guards may thus prevent a small 
fire from becoming a big conflag- 
ration. 

In announcing the establish- 
ment of the Fire Guards unit. 
Coordinator Wyse said: "Increas- 
ing fire hazard to home and lives 
resulting from new bombing tac- 
tics of the enemy have made the 
Fire Guards necessary. There 
is no certainty that we will not 
be bombed, and we must be pre- 
pared for such an eventuality. 
Fire and fire bombs are major 
weapons of air attack."

The foregoing is the battle cry 
of more than 1 1-2 million 4-H 
Club boys and girls throughout 
the nation who are "all out" to 
make rural America safety con- 
scious for victory. Enrolled in 
the National 4-H Farm Safety 
Activity, they're impressing upon 
rural residents that accidents and 
fires— which exact staggering an- 
nual losses in lives, labor, live- 
stock and property on American 
farms — can be prevented. The 
4-H'ers are pointing out that ex- 
treme vigilance should be exer- 
cised this year because hundreds 
of thousands of inexperienced 
helpers will work on the farms. 

Among their recommendations 
to prevent accidents and fires 
are to keep tools, when not being 
used, in racks . . . dangerous ani 
mals in secure pens . . . electrical 
and mechanical equipment in re 
pair ... to install fire-fighting 
equipment ... establish fire 
lanes . . . mark containers of in- 
flammable and explosive liquids. 
In short, they are impressing up- 
on farm people the 4-H principle 
of the coordinated use of the 
Hands, Head and Heart for 
Health.

NURSING NEEDS 
CALLED ACUTE 

Qualified Women Urged to 
Volunteer Services Now 
for Army and Navy Posts 

Military need for the serviced, 
of graduate nurses is acute, Majo * 
General Milton A. Reckord, Com 
manding General, Third Service 
Command, stated yesterday, at the 
same time urging- all qualified wo- 
men possible to enter the military 
service promptly. 

"More than 12,000 women wtn 
be required by the Army alone in 
the next 12 months," General Reck- 
ord said. "The Navy requires the 
services of thousands also. Nurses 
will be appointed from the regist- 
ers furnished by the American Red 
Cross. "I have been told by the 
American Red Cross Nursing Serv- 
ice that the Army and Navy must 
have 48 nurses every month from 
Maryland alone. Efforts thus far 
to reach that quota have lagged. 
The situation is similar in Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia. 

Call for Service 

"Here is a real call to service 
for women. Military patients re- 
turning from combat areas need 
nursing in American institutions. 
Army nurses share the grim and 
stirring fields of battle with the 
brave men whose wounds and in- 
juries they and the doctors min- 
ister to. 

"Army Nurse Corps members 
are definitely a part of the Army, 
and each has the relative rank of 
Army Officers ranging from Sec- 
ond Lieutenant to Colonel. Their 
pay and allowances are the same 
as those for other Army officers 
In a majority of respects. 

"Appointments are being made 
for the duration of the war and she 
months following the termination 
thereof. Under War Department, 
Regulations applicant for appoint- 
ment as a Reserve Nurse must be 
between the ages of 21 and 45, 
years. 

Married Nurses Accepted 
"Married nurses, with some 1 
minor limitations, may also be ac- 
cepted for appointment during the 
War Emergency period. Appli- 
cants must be a graduate of an 
accredited high school or have an 
educational equivalent thereof; or, 
if graduated before 1994, 
must have a minimum of two years 
high school education or its equiv- 
alent; a Registered Nurse, and a 
citizen of the United States or of 
the Philippine Islands, or a citizen 
of a co-belligerent or friendly 
country who otherwise possesses 
the same qualifications as a citizen 
of the United States. 

"Because of the genuine need of 
qualified nurses, and the wide open 
opportunity for these highly skill- 
ed" women to render a great 
patriotic service to the nation at 
this time, I earnestly request all 
who can do so to contact the Amer- 
ican Red Cross at once. Additional 
details may be had upon Inquiry 
addressed to Lieut. Colonel Alice 
D. Agnew, ANC, 410 Tower 
Building, Baltimore, Maryland. At 
the same time, I enlist the co- 
operation of every man and woman 
in bringing this need to the at- 
tention of qualified graduate, nurses 
whose service we so greatly need."

GANGSTERISM FOLLOWS 
EXCESSIVE RESTRICTIONS 

Apparently retail distributors 
are in error when they assert 
that they are the only source 
through which the, civilian popu- 
lation can be furnished neces- 
sities. There is the black mar- 
ket. Present government price 
and regulatory policies favor the 
latter at the expense of the leg- 
itimate merchant. At least that 
seems to be the effect of latest 
mpves to stop inflation by crack- 
ing down on the distribution in- 
dustry. 

Since the life of modern distri- 
bution is volume sales on narrow 
profit margins, it takes no expert 
to figure out that volume and 
prices cannot be cut materially 
without disaster ensuing to even 
the most efficient retailer. Yet 
the government is trying to cut 
both drastically. Thousands of 
stores have already gone out of 
business; stores that were doing 
their part sincerely and patiently 
to carry out the rules and regu- 
lations of the OPA. As more law- 
abiding merchants are liquid- 
ated, consumers will be at the 
mercy of the black market oper- 
ator who respects neither ceilings 
hor rationing restrictions. 

Organized distributors, chain 
and independent, are the strong- 
est bulwark against food and 
commodity chaos. They are the 
front line in the battle against 
inflation. If they cannot keep a 
flow of goods moving to consum- 
ers through normal retail chan- 
nels in accordance with the con- 
trols laid down by the govern- 
ment, no one else can. One food 
representative has warned that: 
"H the legitimate food men are 
thrown out of business the 
country will see a flood of black 
marketing and illegitimate traf- 
ficking with food that will be- 
come completely uncontrollable." 

.Not. only food, but all other 
lines of merchandising will be 
handled by gangsters on back 
streets. Government measures 
which indirectly aid these gang- 
sters should cease.

LOCOMOTIVES AND GUNS 

Historians will find a strange 
paradox in Germany military 
preparations. Hitler, who con- 
ceived war on wheels and in the 
air, failed to lay the foundation 
for such a war, a strong rail sys- 
tem. If Germany collapses rath- 
er than retreats inch by inch, it 
will probably be due in no small 
degree to the crumbling of her 
railroads. As the magazine New 
Republic recently observed: "Af- 
ter four years of war, the German 
transport system — already so 
heavily taxed — must soon pass 
its first decisive test. This test 
will come with invasion, when 
other fronts on the European 
continent are added to the east- 
ern front. Will Germany's trans- 
port system be able to cope with 
these gigantic new tasks?" 

The world is anxiously await- 
ing the answer to that question. 
Millions of lives hang in the bal- 
ance. A quick Nazi collapse or 
months of stubborn struggle may 
be decided by the strength of 
German railroads. 

If the German railroads are so 
vital, what of our own railroads? 
The world doesn't have to wait 
for an answer. Our railroads are 
strong and the whole world knows 
it. They are strong because pri- 
vate railroad management spent 
billions qf dollars making them 
strong long before Hitler had 
built his first plane. Private 
management spent those billions 
at a time when a good many 
people thought the railroads were 
an "outmoded" means of trans- 
portation. Its faith in railroads 
has long since been justified. 
The nation has recognized the 
job the rails are doing and ap- 
preciates the efficiency with 
which they are doing it. 

With the lesson of Germany 
before us, every effort should be 
made to meet the requirements 
of our railroads for necessary 
equipment. Locomotives are as 
important as guns.

NO MAGIC IN BUREAUCRACY 

New frontiers of accomplish-

Mr. Barbour cited a world 
trend to minimise the Impor- 
tance of the individual and to 
magnify the importance of the 
■fate, with resulting loss of per- 
sonal liberty and initiative. "Even 
m this country there has been 
growth of a philosophy that 
would have us believe we have

If they must be picked during the heat of the day or 
late in the evening, pour cold water over them and scatter in a wed- 
shaded place so they are not over 4 inches deep. Expose to prevailing 
wind, if possible. This reduces "sweating," "steaming," and deteriorating, 
slows down the growth of starch, preserves natural flavor. Do not wait 
fcr a bushel to accumulate on the vines, but glass a few jars at a time. 
i just as the surplus is at its prime. 

A PINT JAR of glassed peas equals the amount obtained from the 
popular No. 2 can of commercial peas. If glassed in quart sin con* 
tainers, peas become overcooked, soft and mushy. 

WASH PODS in at least two changes of cold water. This removes any 
outside earth, and reduces the chances of soil bacteria getting to the 
peas which are within a natural protective coat. She! and sort. Try to 
xeep peas of same site and ripeness together, then quickly wash them 
in cold wafer. „ 

PRE-COOK PEAS by dropping them in a kettle containing enough 
rapidly boiling water to cover. Boil for 5 minutes. Ladle peas and 
blanching liquid into clean hot jars. Have loosely packed peas com* 
only to withn I inch of jar top, since they swell during processing. Bring 
Bouid to within Winch of jar top. Add •/, -teaspoon „sah to each pint. 
Wipe |ar rim with clean wet doth, then put on cap according to manu- 
facturer s directions. 

AS EACH JAR IS CLOSED, place it immediately into the warmer you 
are using, but do not start counting time until al jars have been placed 
and processing has gotten under way:
